A War-time Diary 


-“ 


The Diary of a Staff Officer. London: 
Methuen, 4/- net, 


HIS diary was written by an Air 
I Intelligence Liaison cer at 
the advanced northern head- 
uarters of the British Air Forces in 
rance last year, and the diary covers 
the dramatic period from May 10th to 
June 17th. 
One must accept it in good faith, 
use, despite a certain natural 
suspicion with which one regards this 
type of book, the foreword claims that 
it has been reproduced exactly as 
written at the time of the events it 
records. with the exception of some 
omissions and a few minor alterations 
necessary in the interests of safety. 
One fact emerges clearly from the 
book, that the maxim of Frederick the 
Great—it is pardonable to be 
defeated, but never to be surprised— 
was forgotten by the French com- 
manders. The ‘‘ break through’’ was 
a surprise, and from that time a weight 
of political and military factors com- 
bined to roll away any opposition that 
might have been organised. 

e diarist is candid; he Fé credit 
for good ‘bombing by the Luftwaffe ; 
he slates both the British and French 
for bungling. For exainple, we read 


been made for a French counter-attack 
at Sedan at 11 a.m. :— 

“14.15 hours. ‘The French counter- 
attack at Sedan was delayed. thirty 
minutes. A fatal pause. The Germans 
have meanwhile delivered a further 
stroke and have widened the gap on 
either side by three miles vile way, 
and have penetrated forward three 
miles into open country. The French 
have lost the whole of their artillery.’’ 


When the speed of the German 
armoured units is recalled. it is easy 
to appreciate the major importance of 
that thirty minutes’ delay. The refer- 
ence to ‘‘open country,” too, is 
interesting, because it is apparent that 
there was no really efficient system of 
anti-tank defences, and no depth in 
the defensive system. 

And here is another example. The 
Air Officer Commanding-in-Chiet had 
obtained the concurrence of Lord Gort 
(Commander-in-Chief of the B.E.F.) 
and Generals Gamelin and Georges, in 
asking the British Cabinet to authorise 
the employment of the Metropolitan 
Bomber Force (based in Britain and 
normally used for deep bombing) in an 
attempt to stop the rot (May 14th). 
* ... I believe that the Air Marshal's 
action may save the situation yet.” 
But in the next paragraph French. 
General Headquarters had decided that 
100 bombers would be enough for the 
job. It was not, as subsequent events 
proved. Why did an Army man decline 
the fullest possible support that could 


have been given by aircraft at a 
time of crisis? The diary shows that 
the artillery around Sedan had gone ; 
would it not have been prudent to 


use the bombers for their proper 
tactical purpose—as long-range ar- 
tillery ? dedication of the book is 


to the “fullest co-operation of all 
three Services’; that co-operation, 
apparently, was banned for the Allied 
armies in France at a critical stage. 
On May 16th the diarist wrote this 
criticism of the authorities in Britain : 
“At home rapid decisions are 
not being made. The immediacy 
. + + for  releasing—say, 200 
fighters to keep down the Ger- 
man bombers is not appreciated. 
The Air Ministry is to consider 
further the requést made the day 


before yesterday, and reg2ated 
yesterday, with the utmost 
urgency. The defence of London, 


as in the last war, will always 
stand before the defence of 
France. This lack of fighter sup- 
port is, in my opinion, the only 
justified grouse the French have 
against us.” 

Again, on the same day :— 

“ To-day is the day above all when 


one hopes and prays for unity of 
command. There are too many 
masters... .- 


Radio Messages 


There was a clear appreciation that 
France was failing, but little was 
being done to stop it—bombers were 
concentrating on places like Essen in- 
stead of the Panzer divisions enlarg- 
ing the ‘‘pocket’’ at Sedan. It is 
surprising to find the Germans send- 
ing radio messages en _ clair, 
apparently for the sake of speed. The 
Allies, complained the di@rist, spent 
so much time in coding and decoding 
and sending our sortie pilots to con- 
firm the necessity for action that the 
many opportunities for action were 
wasted.’ 

“May 27th—What little hope is left 
is running low.” 

May 3lst (after commenting on 
the events of the previous 24 
hours)—‘‘ . For the last six 
months I have said to myself that 
England will win, but I am afraid 
my reasons have been rather 
English, Even to-day I still think 
England will win, but only because 
‘t is my religton that England can- 
not be defeated. ...’’ There is a 
great deal of that spirit to be 
found among the Eager people. 

The diary ends with the evacuation 
of the diarist by air from Nantes on 
June 17th, a few hours before a Panzer 
Division swept into the town. It is a 
document full of interest for everyone; 
its brevity makes the drama of last 
May and June all the sharper and fresu 
light is thrown on many aspects of the 
battle of France.

HE appearance of a new and com- 

I . plete edition of the Poems of 

Alice Meynell (Oxford Univer- 
sity Press) is one of many signs that, in 
a time of doubts and turmoil restless 
minds are seeking repose in the calm, 
reflective verse which, it was believed, 
had languished along with the tradi- 
tional English Sabbath. 

Mrs. Meynell’s first contributions 
appeared early in the ’seventies, and 
one of her last—a poem about Ireland 
—in 1920. Collections, which went 
through many editions, came out 
between 1 and 1913, and the 
Selected Essays in 1914. The earliest 
of her poetical works are in ‘ Pre- 
ludes.’’ 

William Sharp, in his ‘‘ Sonnets of 
This Century” (1888), says that, al- 
though Alice Meynell had published 
only one volume (‘‘ Preludes’’), she 


was acknowledged to one 
of the sweetest singers among 
the then living poets. Most of 
her sonnets show a marked 


affinity with those of Mrs. Browning. 
Her ‘* Renouncement ” was considered 
by Sharp to be the most noble and 
beautiful; Ruskin singled it out for 
special praise; Rossetti, who knew it by 
heart, declared it to be one of the three 
finest sonnets ever written by a 
woman, and Herbert Palmer, in ‘‘Post- 
Victorian Poetry ” (1938), says it is 
unlikely to be forgotten. 


‘* Preludes “ 


_ The “ Dublin Magazine,’’ in review- 
ing the new edition, which includes 
some hitherto unpublished juvenilia, 
says that as a poet Alice Meynell sur- 
vives the admiration of her early 


followers. 
The early ‘ Preludes,” by A. C. 
Thompson—Mrs. Meynell’s maiden- 


name—was Issued in 1875. It is a large 
octavo containing thirty-seven poems. 
The interest in this rare book is 
greatly enhanced by six full-page draw- 
ings. by the poet’s sister, Elizabeth 
Thompson. The picture of Keats's 
Grave (dated 1870) was done while the 
afterwards-celebrated artist was finish- 
ing her studies at Rome, and of all her 
works rt was the first to be reproduced. 

That is the only work in which these 

gifted sisters collaborated. 
hey were a self-reliant pair, and 
they preferred that henceforth their 
relationship should not be identified 
with their individual careers. This 
— of independence 1s borne out in 
izabeth’s (Lady Butler’s) Memoirs, 
wherein she explains why her sister's 
name appears so seldom x en the 
book; in the original text it had 
appeared often, but even in their Jater 
years Alice wished to keep her person- 
ality retired, and she prevailed on 
eth to delete naarly all of the 
allusions. 

In 1875 Elizabeth’s painting, ‘‘Miss- 
ing was hung “above the line’ at 
the Royal py Bo , “and in the next 
vear “The Roll Call” made her ‘reputa- 
tion. 

Overnight “The Roll Call” became 
the sensation of London. The Hanging 
Committee at Burlington House were 
aroused to enthusiasm when faced with 
the now famous group of battle-scarred 
Guardsmen; and it is on record that 
even that austere body of critics did 
not forbear to cheer when they learned 
that the painter of it was a woman. 
gal ora he offered for it, but 

e artist had let it go, to an agen 
for £100. . “_ 

Her next painting, ‘‘ Quatre Bras,’’ 
was bought for £2,600, and two years 
afterwards the Fine Arts Society paid 
£3,000 for ‘ Inkermann.”’ 

“* Evicted,” the portrayal of a scene 
within nine miles of Glendalough, was 
painted at Struan Hill, Delgany; 
where Sir William and Lady Butler 
were living in 1689. 

The artist recounts, in her Memoirs, 
that when driving to a shooting rented 
by her husband came to a holding 
from which the occupants were being 
driven by all the forces of the law, 
and the sorrowful incident so dis- 
tressed her that that she returned and 
began immediately to record it on 


canvas. .

Anxiety and Its Treatment. By John 
Y. Dent, London: Murray. 3/6. 


N these stressful times this little 
| book: makes an opportune appear- 

ance. Written by a doctor who for 
many years has studied the effects 
of anxiety on mind and body, his 
wide experience hag enabled him to 
deal with the subject in all its phases, 
and particularly those induced by 
over-indulgence in alcohol and drugs. 


Even minds the most robust are 
to-day affected by the cark and worry 
of life to a much greater degree than 
ever before in the world’s history. 
Civilisation, so-called, has brought in 
its train engines of destruction which 
have filled air and ‘sea with deadliest 
menace. The result of it all is to 
make the bravest feel nervous. 


In the hundred odd pages of the 
book the reader will find the infor- 
mation, given by a scientific psycholo- 
ist, which will fortify him against 
banda fears; and, if an addict to 
either liquor or drugs. advice as to 
the surest way of curing himself. In 
truth, what he says on that head is 
not without a certain x reg to 
the abstainer as well as to the 
immoderate imbiber. In greater or 
lesser degree, anxiety and morbid 
fears. predispose to mental  dis- 
organisation and physical deteriora- 
tion, in the temperate as well as the 
inebriate, and drive them to courses 
which only aggravate their condition. 
In a few convincing chapters the 
author gives directions which “will 
counteract such tendencies. 


The final chapter will have an in- 
terest for people in every English- 
speaking country, neutral and hbelli- 
erent.

M* RYAN’S last novel, “ Night 


Thomas Ryan. 


Falls on Rome,” dealt with the 

adventures of a monk during 
the time when Rome was crackin 
before the onslaught of the Goths, It 
was a powerful and a colourful piece of 
work, but, to this reviewer's mind, 
somewhat unpleasantly morbid.

Its scene is laid seven hundred years 
earlier, during that, immensely interest- 
ing epoch—perhaps, both intrinsicall 
and by virtue of numerous parallels 
with modern times, the most interest- 
ing period of ancient history—when 
Alexander of Macedon was smashing 
the kingdoms of Asia and wedding 
East with West. 

The story—-which, by the way, is a 
story, and not merely a peg on which - 
to ‘Yous history—revolves around a 
Spartan mercenary, one Daxias, 4 
tremendous fighter, and even more 
tremendous lover, whose work is 
crowned by the governorship of a 
stronghold on the Khyber Pass. 

It is not to be recommended to 
school-girls, but it is a fine work that 
presents a vivid picture of a heroic 
age.

He witnessed what he calls the death 
of Paris. He saw a more horrible thing 
—the bombing of Beauvais, when the 
refugees were on the move, and he 
wondered what happened to the hospital 
staffs and wounded he left in that 
doomed town. He is still wondering. 

Compared with some of his colleagues, 
Reynolds had a soft time in his trek to 
Bordeaux. The vessel which took him 
to England brushed shoulders (so to 
speak) with a magnetic mine; he came 
to Ireland, expecting to get a story, and 
was disappointed—except for the stories 
of another kind they told him at Elm 
Park Golf Club. His accounts of the 
R.A.F. and of his experiences with a 
Channel convoy are good journalism, 
and just that! 


The Bombing of London 


But his story of the bombing of 
London is in a different category, and 
does something to justify the publishers’ 
eulogy. .

' -« Who is-to Blame? 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. Sean 
Lemass, Minister for Supplies, announced 
that, in consequence of a telephonic .com- 
munication which he had from .Londbn, 
the ration of tea in Eire must be reduced 
from one ounce to half an ounce per week. 
Only on Wednesday the Order fixing the 
weekly ration at one ounce had heen 
promulgated. The Minister told the 
House that all supplies of tea for Fire 
were bought through the British Tea 
Control. This arrangement had, been 
made at the beginning of the war, at the 
instigation of the British Government, 
acting ‘‘in its own interests,” and there 
had been a successive reduction in the 
quota allocated to Eire, first to 70, then 
to 60, then to 50, and ultimately to 25 
per cent. The British authorities had 
explained that this drastic “eut” in 
Eire’s share of tea was .made inevitable 
by Great Britain’s shipping losses on the 
high seas; but Mr, Lemass declared that 
he could not accept this explanation. The 
fact was that the British Tea Control, 
while reducing the allowance to Eire—an 
insignificant amount in comparison with 
Great Britain’s own. consumption—had 
not taken any steps to reduce the alloca- 
tion of supplies to the British wholesalers, 
which remained at -eighty-five per cent. 
Mr. Lemass addéd that he did not pro- 
pose ‘‘ to speculate as to the possible real 
explanation of the rapid reduction in our 
tea supplies,’ but it was clear that the 
Writish Government’s explanation was 
‘* inadequate.”’ is 

We do not propose to enter into a 
controversy with Mr. Lemass on this 
matter, since we realise the difficulties 
of his present position, and the 
even greater difficulties that lie ahead. 
Nevertheless, thero are certain things 
that must be said. LEire’s Ministry for 
Supplies up tothe present has not shown 
conspicuous foresight in its dealings with 
a situation, the perils of which have been 
manifest -to the man-in-the-street since 
the outbreak of the war. Take the glaring 
case of the petrol muddle. Take the 
case of wheat, of butter, of fertilisers. 
For sixteen months of. war the Minister 
for Supplies allowed the people of the 
twenty-six counties to live in a fools’ 
paradise, as if the war were being fought 
on Aldebaran, whereas, with an ordinary 
degree of precaution, the country might 
have been safeguarded against the lean 
times that were staring everybody, except 
the Ministry for Supplies, in the face. 
Now Mr. Lemass blames the British Tea 
Control. The British have hit him, as it 
were, with the child in his arms. Doubt- 
less, it is true that the allowance to the 
British wholesalers has not been redyced 
below eighty-five per cent.: of normal 
requirements ; but is it not also true that 
the British. themselves have been. rationed 
in respect of tea since July 9th, 1940. Their 
weekly ration’ during the last nine 
months: has been two ounces a head per 
week, while in Eire tea rationing begins 
only :o-daf. . 

During those nine months ‘it would 
have been possible to conserve supplies 
in this country in such-a way as to 
ensure. some form of equitable distri- 
bution in the event of:a stoppage, or even 
of a shortage of fresh imports. Mr. 
and other Ministers exhorted 
householders to lay in stocks—of tea, as 
of other commodities. Now. he suggests 
that those who took his advice ought to 
hand over their provisions to charitable 
institutions. Surely it was the Govern- 
ment’s bounden duty to ‘have rationed 
supplies of essential foodstuffs long ago, 
in order that those who could not afford 
to stock their larders might not be exposed 
to undue suffering. For reasons known 
only to Ministers themselves, they neglected 
this duty; and now the blow ‘is beginning 
to fall. The Government cannot be 
acquitted of blame for the sudden 
deterioration in the position regarding 
supplies. It is discovering at last the 
ancient truth that in this life nobody 
can have things both ways. In the Dail 
on Thursday Mr. de Valera said that 
““the people of this country determined 
long ago that they were going to live 
their own lives, and that they were not 
attached to one: Empire or another.”

Withdrawal in Libya 


Just at the moment when the | éople of 
Great Britain and her Dominions were 
rejoicing at the remarkable successes that 
had been achieved by her forces in Africa 
and in the Mediterranean Sea, the 
announcement that Benghazi had been 
evacuated by General Wavell came as a 
most unpleasant surprise. Detailed 
reports from Cairo are not yet available, 
but it seems to be reasonably certain that 
the Army of the Nile is withdrawing 
gteadily from its advanced positions in 
Western Cyrenaica, and some military 
experts take the view that General Wavell 
may decide. to retire to the strongly 
fortified positions which he held in the 
Western Desert before his daring assault 
on the Italians at Sidi Barrani last 
December. According to the latest 
bulletins from Cairo, the ‘‘ concentration 
of our advanced forces is continuing.” 
The official, spokesman declares that 
“there is not the slightest cause for 
anxiety.” '“We are choosing our own 
battlefields,” he declares. “We are

doubt. It is quite likely, therefore, that 
the British will continue to beat 4 
genuinely strategic retreat, allowing the 
Italo-German forces to lengthen their lines 
of communication across the desert, in 


their own time and at a place of their 
own choice. There can be no real com- 
parison between General Wavell’s with- 
drawal and the retreat of the Italians 
during December and January. Marshal 
Graziani’s armies were virtually destroyed, 
and lost all their equipment, whereas so 
far, at any rate, the Army of the Nile 
seems to have sustained no serious losses. 
In modern warfare, when battles are 
fought between machines, territorial gains 
and losses, particularly in a terrain such 
as that of the Western Desert, are of 
relatively small importance. ‘Mechanised 
vehicles, so long as they can be assured 
of continuous supplies of fuel, ‘can rove 
about almost at will over long stretches 
of territory ; and we are sure that General 
Wavell would be the last man to under- 
éstimate the efficiency or the braveness of 
the German Army. Once again the issue 
probably will be decided not in the sands 
of the Libyan desert, but in the waters 
of the Mediterranean Sea. In order to be 
able to meet the British on anything like 
equal terms, the Germans must be able to 
safeguard their lines of communication 
between Sicily and. North Africa. In other 
words, they and the Italians must be able 
to thwart the British Navy’s efforts to 
cut those lines. The layman can only 
wait and see. 


Potted Music 


In the second week of this year it was 
disclosed that Broadcasting House had 
been severely damaged on two occasions. 
It is now revealed that when the 
St. George’s Hall was gutted recently in 
a night raid the B.B.C. theatre organ was 
completely destroyed. The organ was not 
the largest in the world, but it was one 
of the most up-to-date, and had, it might 
be mentioned, no fewer than 260 stops. 
The cost of the organ ran into five figures. 
While we expressed our sympathy with 
the B.B.C. at. the time when their 
beautiful building in Portland place was 
damaged, we cannot feel the same 
sympathy for them at the loss of their 
theatre. organ. We-feel sorry for the 
organists, for few organs could offer them 
as many as 260 stops upon which: to 
exercise their ingenuity, and we regret, too, 
that the B.B.C. should be out of pocket to 
the extent of five figures; but, apart from 
these considerations, some people will not 
be unduly sorry that the theatre organ 
is gorie. The cinema organ and the theatre 
organ apparently have become essential 
parts of the civilised community. In all 
the large cities there is at least one cinema 
or theatre which sports an organ, with 
appropriate coloured lights and all the 
trappings. These cinema organs fill in 
the gap between one programme and the 
next, and, in spite of the 260 stops which 
are at the disposal of the organist, the 
musical standard of the recifals is 
rarely high. The fault lies more with 
the instrument than with the organist; 
for many of the organists are excellent 
musicians. Organ “ fans,” no doubt, 
think it outrageous to find fault with an 
instrument so versatile as the modern 
theatre organ ; but it is the very versatility 
of the instrument that is responsible for 
abuse. It lacks the clarity of trumpets 
or horns and the romantic quality of 
violins; it can give a poor imitation of 
either of them. The complexity of the 
instrument leads the organist into many 
a pitfall; there is so varied and so 
interesting a selection of effects to be 
attained that he is continually tempted 
to insert a ‘peal of bells, a roll of drums, 
or a barking dog into every piece of music 
which he plays. _ Probably the greatest 
abuse of the organ is its use as a means 
to spread the insidious “ potted classic”’ 
which is served up in many of the 
cinemas—with appropriate coloured slides 
on the screen—as good music. The theatre 
organ and its “ potted classics’’ have a 
detrimental effect on musical apprecia- 
tion, and for that reason many music- 
lovers will not be altogether sorry to hear 
that the B.B.C. theatre organ has been 
destroyed.

They will endeavour to ascertain how far 
health conditions are related to the class 
which they are to study, and what differ- 
ence there is, if any, between the health 
records of the poorer sections, those who 
earn good wages, and those who are in 
the class above these. 

A doctor states that the first cause to 
which the present comparative immunity 
from epidemic disease may be traced is 
the excellent health standard Britain had 
attained in 1939. It is possible that much 
of the improved health is due to the 
greater use of fresh air necessitated by 
present conditions.

Dr. T. F. O’HIGGINS (F.G.,  Leix- 
Offaly), speaking on the motion, said 
that the House was adjourning for. a 
very considerable period at a time 
when, if the statements made by the 
head of the Government were to be 
taken seriously, the people of the 
country were facing something equiva- 
lent to starvation; at a time when the 
Government considered the position so 
grave that tea rationing on a very 
severe scale was necessary; at a time 
when the petrol scarcity had dislocated 
the commercial transport of the 
country, and at atime when the unem- 
ployment ition was not so much a 
question of the tens of thousands out 
of work, but rather of the hundreds 
of thousands who could only look on 
their livelihood as a type which they 
could own from hour to hour; at a 
time when the greatest indus was 
practically non-existent through the 
rampant and rather rapid spread of 
foot-and mouth disease. 

The House was dispersing without 
any real opportunity being given to the 
representatives of the people to discuss 
any of these matters. At the present 
moment the people were in a state of 
absolute confusion of mind and of sup- 
pressed anger. 


RATIONING SCHEME 


He believed that a grave mistake 
was made in the announcement of a 
national rationing scheme. If he had 
been the Minister he would have an- 
nounced a month or six weeks ago 
that rationing of food might become 
a necessity, and that in order to pre- 
pare for such a contingency should it 
unfortunately arise, he desired every 
householder to fill up a registration 
card. The announcement of the 
rationing scheme in advance had re- 
sulted in unrestricted buying by the 
public in the interval before the 
scheme became operative. He had 
been informed that the amount of tea 
purchased from merchants in the last 
month was greater than that purchased 
for any month since last June. Would 
the Minister now consider the advisa- 
bility—considering the magnificent re- 
sponse they had got to every EE 
made to the public—of asking those 
people who had laid in stores to return 
them to the merchants; or, alterna- 
tively, to: disclose to the Minister that 
they had them, so that they would not 
require to be put on the rationing list 
until those stores were considerably 
aepleted. 

In the mind of the ordinary man in 
the street all this ruthless scale of 
rationi was linked up with the 
Taoiseach’s statement that we were 
being blockaded by both sides in the 
a emergency. If the Taoiseach 

ad made an indiscreet speech, per- 
hape in @ panic or based on incorrect 
information, was it not his respon- 
sibility rather than to continue the 
harm to say that his impression on 
that particular date was that that was 
so rather than come into the House 
with the twaddle they had listened 
to. 


THE “ BLOCKADE” 


Dr. O’HIGGINS said he believed 
that the present blockade was im- 
posed either by the Irish Government 
or by the Irish merchants. There 
wa. held up to the people a picture 
of famine at a time when the bottle- 
neck of the Port of Dublin was 
glutted with goods which merchants 
would not remove.

“ HOLD-UP” 


The motor trade in Dublin said that 
an arrangement for an adequate supply 
of petrol could have been made but for 
the Department of Supplies. Others 
said that the supply could not be 
obtained because of the Irish petrol 
companies. His information was that 
the hold-up was due to a disagreement 
between the Irish oil companies over 
the establishment of an oil refinery. 
There was an arrangement at the start 
of the war for the supply of 80 per 
cent. of pre-war supplies of petrol. 
At the end of last year it was stated 
that this supply could not be main- 
tained, and an arrangement was made 
for a supply of 50 per cent. of our 
requirements.

FUTURE ALLOCATION 


He regretted to have to inform the 
House that he had received a telephonic 
communication on the evening before 
to the effect that a communication was 
being sent informing him that in future 
our allocation of tea would be only 25 
per cent. of our normal purchases. The 
allocation which was now being made 
to this country would be on the basis 
that we receive only one quarter, 
Therefore, a further reduction in the 
quantity of tea supplied to householders 
would be necessary, and the tea ration 
would have to be reduced from one 
ounce per week per person to half an 
ounce per week per person. 

‘* These reductions in the quantity of 
tea allocated to us by the British Tea 
Controller,” said Mr. Lemass, “ have 
been attributed by them to shippin 
difficulties and the loss of supplies. i 
am no longer able. to accept this 
explanation as adequate. There is no 
doubt, of course, that there have been 
shipping losses and destruction of sup- 
plies, but I am unable to accept them 
as an adequate explanation for the 
curtailment of the quantities of tea 
allowed to us. This is due to the fact 
that, while our allocations have been 
reduced in successive steps to 75 per 
cent., to 60 per cent., to 50 per cent., 
and now, apparently, to 25 per cent., 
allocations made by the British Tea 
Controller to wholesalers in Great 
Britain have not been reduced. Great 
Britain’s cousumption is more than 
400,000,000 Ibs. of tea per annum. The 
saving of tea effected by the British 
Tea Controller through the reduction 
of 25 per cent. in our allocation 
amounts to less than half a million Ibs. 
per month. This quantity is so 
insignificant in relation to the total 
consumption of tea in Great Britain, 
that some other explanation, other than 
that given to us, must 
to justify the action taken. 

“It is necessary to bear in mind in 
this connection that it was on the 
froposition of ihe British Government 
—a proposition put forward by them 
in their own interests—that the Govern- 
ment of this country agreed to pur- 
chase all our tea through the British 
Tea Controller, they agreeing on their 
side to give us 1 per cent. of our 
normal purchases. While we recognise 
that circumstances might arise which 
might make it impossible for the 
United Kingdom to give us our full 
supplies, we cannot agree that the re- 
duction of sur allocation to 25 per 
cent., while their's remains at 85 per 
cent., is reasonable. 


RUMOURS OF 


HOARDING 


to speculate as to 
the ibly real explanation of this 
rapid reduction in our tea supplies, 
but it is clear that the explanation 
given to us is inadequate. The form. 
and manner in which representations 
must be made to the British Govern- 
ment in connection with this matter are 
to be determined by the Government, 
but I think it is desirable that the 
House and the country should know the 
situation which has arisen.”’

tion in which the rumours would be 
directed to a certain individual, with 
the danger that they could lead to 
breaches and disturbances of the peace. 
He thought the facts proved that there 
could be no substantial quantities of 
tea held by individuals’ in the country, 
and he appealed to deputies, if they 
agreed with him, to use their personal 
influence to quash these rumours. 


PETROL POSITION 


With regard to petrol, there were a 
number of rumours in circulation, all 
eminating from the same source. He 
knew the source. Those rumours 
seemed to substantiate that when he 
summoned a ae? Ye of the motor 
traders and specifically denied each of 
these rumours, he felt they were not 
satisfied. He then summoned them to 
a meeting with the oil companies, and 
there again had the rumours enume- 
rated, and they were denied by the oil 
companies. he rumours were to the 
effect that there was some difficulty 
between the Government and the oil 
companies, which was preventing us 
gotting petrol. i bha 

“T know of no such difficulty, said 
Mr. Lemass. ‘“‘ There is no question oí 
a bargain which the Government re- 
fuses to make with the companies.

RESEARCH WORK 


He did not regard the present time 
as opportune for the endowment of 
hoepitals. If that had been done four 
or five years ago the cost would have 
been £2. 000.06 At the moment it 
would be ahout £6,000,000, proving 
that these costs were fluctuating con- 
siderably. No request had been re- 
ceived from the hospitals for the en- 
dowment to be done now. 

As regzrds the dinhtheria serum. & 
Research Council was set up in 1937, 
which had distributed in all some- 
thing hke £22,000 in grants for re- 
search to date.

Sin,—If I might be permitted to 
swell the large body of correspondence 
that has appeared in your paper relative 
to this year’s exhibition, I would like 
to say that I consider it the finest 
achievement in twenty years, a period 
characterised by often ic and dis- 
couraged effort on the part of Irish 
artists. The work bears broadly stamped 
across it the evidence of the increasingly 
beneficial effects of the new indepen- 
dence from foreign influences and the 
sense of a new responsibility. 

In 1935 I had an excellent oppor- 
tunity of studying in detail most 
surgically, what present day European 
artists are attempting; this was a 
—— organi exhibition in which 
all European countries, excluding, of 
course, our own, were represented. I 
could not age a better excuse for 
suppressing the practice of painting 
altogether. It was clear that the Con- 
tinental artistic mind has become, 
speaking generally, an aril waste, 
religiously, philosphically and emotion- 
ally abortive. On the other hand, Irish 
painting, still inspired by the nationally 
inspired elan of the past two decades, 
showed every indication of :aking the 
European lead. The present exhibition 
shows such an advance on last year's 
as to be almost out of logical touch 
with it. Professor Keating, for 
example, has arrived at an entirely 
new dialect. 

The same advance is noticeable in 
sculpture, whether of new or old crafts- 
men, and in the region of water-colours, 
always at a disadvantage in proximit 
to oils. I hope that this advance will 
be maintained next year, and there is 
no reason why it should not. A satis- 
“nor position should also be found 
for the decorative arts, always a 
strong point here however atrocious!
